Mr. Seth 
Griffin, of Brooklyn, 
N. y ., arrived in Sedalia this morn- 
-ing in respose to a com m unication 
'from the directors of the Missouri 
State Fair association, 
who have 
engaged him to assist in selecting a 
site for 
the proposed kite-shaped 
track, m ake estimates as to the cost 
of building it, and so forth. 
Soon after reaching the city Air. 
Griffin was 
waited 
upon by Col. 
Joh n R. Barrett and the two drove 
out in the 
western 
suburbs 
and 
viewed two or three sites. 
All were 
found to answer the req uirem ents 
of a track of this kind. 
T his after­ 
noon a further investigation is b e ­ 
ing made. 
Air. Griffin is stopping at H otel 
Kaiser 
and was 
met 
there by a 
D e m o cr at re{)orter at noon. 
H e 
is rather an elderly gentlem an and 
has been engaged in building regu­ 
lation race tracks for the past twen­ 
ty years, though he has never yet 
built vT kite-shaped track. 
T h is 
latter 
style of 
track 
is 
only 
about 
two 
years 
old, the first one having been built 
at 
Independence, 
Iowa, by C. W. 
Williams, 
the famous 
owner 
and 
driver of Axtel, Allerton and other 
noted 
trotters. 
T here 
are 
also 
other tracks of this new* pattern at 
S tockton, 
Cralifornia; 
Columbia, 
T ennessee; Sturgis, Alichigan; and 
one a t a point near Trenton, New 
Jersey. 
“ It is a novelty,” said Air. 
G rif­ 
fin, “ and has a tendency to attract 
unusually large crow ds of people. 
As to the difference of time b e­ 
tween the regulation track 
and this 
new one, it is very slight, being not 
m ore as a rule, than 
one second. 
Asked as to his m ethod of putting 
up a track, the Brooklyn expert re- 
|)lied th at he first secured an a c c ur­ 
a te sub-grade, then puts on green 
sod, 
cut 
into 
blocks 
twelve 
inches 
sq uare 
and 
ranging 
in 
thickness 
from 
three 
to four inches. 
T h e sod is laid off 
and cut in blocks or sq uares in very 
m uch the same way that blocks of 
iicc are cut by ice machines. 
Air. 
Griffin uses a contrivance m ade es­ 
pecially for cutting sod in this way. 
U pon this green sod 
is 
placed a 
layer of the richest 
loam that can 
be obtained, three inches in thick 
aicss, and this is planed down by 
a n oth e r m achine invented and m an 
Aifactured for the purpose by this 
gentlem an. 
“ W hen this process is com plet 
c d ,” said Air. Griffin, 
“ the track 
h as a spring and elasticity to it tha 
can be secured in no other 
way 
a nd which in very m any years o 
experience I have found to give the 
utm ost satisfaction. 
“ At Nashville, Tennessee, I buil 
:a regulation track in this way anc 
there some of 
the 
greatest trot 
ting and pacing records have been 
made. 
“ At Portland, Alaine, I also pii 
up a regulation track of 
this kinc 
in a boggy piece of ground, 
and i 
proved a success. 
•“ F rom Sedalia I shall go to Des 
M oines, Iowa, where I 
am under 
engagem ent 
to build an 
old style 
track. 
“ So far as I am 
able to judge 
the soil here at Sedalia is most ex 
ccntly adapted to the building of 
track which ought to be eq ual to 
the best in the land. 
Fine sod anc 
the richest loam could be obtained. 
Mr. Griffin bears the distinction 
of having invented the first 
roac 
m ach ine, such as is used on public 
highways. 
This was fifteen years 
ago. 
H e also invented the toe 
>\^eight, used by 
ail horsem en on 
irotting h orse s.”
